It was written 
frow Copenhagen on 29 July* Tha text of the document follows* 

"I presented to Kla Majesty the King/ upon hie return from 
Norway, your entire correspondence, dated 12. Til* 19b9. 

"Hie Majesty the King kindly took Into coaelderatlon all year 
oorreapoodence of 12* VII* 19t9 and author! sea me to transmit 
the followings 

"in your personal report. Bit Majesty finds that, aftsr you 
again declare that the formation of the National committee 
erne in error, according to your opinion, nevertheless you 
think it (the Committee) ' should remain formed* ithen. on page 
6, you categorically say, that as things stand, the National 
Conolttee finds itself ' without a single possibility to do 
socwtblng oops tractive 1 due to a majority hostile to your" 
good intentions} however, you do not indicate how you under- 
stand to work without or against the absolute majority of the 
Cconittee* 

"Also, and with great surprise. Sis Majesty finds, in your report 
of the sane date, you declare that some of the information to 
His Majesty goes by ' round-about routes ' ; but you do tot specify 
in truth that you are oonvinced that only the channels through 
you personally are the right ones) which, if that be the case, 
you accord yourself the right to censor, to which nobody can 
agree* 

"Thus, from your report of 12.VH. 191*9, His Majesty concludes, 
with regret, that, in truth, the Rumanian National Committee 
for Coordination, in its present form, is not able to perform / 
urgent and helpful services for its oppressed Fatherland. /' 

* However, before announcing new decisions, His Majesty express esi.^A 
his wish to have the opinion of the National Ccniittlii n 
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especially regarding the following matters: 

"What explanation can the Rational Committee give for the fact .that the 
different note of the Committee were not presented to Hie Majesty for 
either hie approval or hie information (Proclamation made to Buomsla, 
Memorandum for the Conference at Baris, et cetera)? Hie Majesty 
learned of soee of then from the newepapenu 

"Can the Rumanian national Coneittee for Coordination, in its present 
formation end maker, work with enthusiasm and usefully in the eervloe 
of Rumanian national intereete? If not, what wore appropriate 
formation oan the present national Ceondttee propose, and which persona 
(at least two persons should he nominated) would receive the coufldenoe 
so as to heed an eventual new Rational Canutes? 

"Use effects of the Coplon trials has it had, or will it have an 
unfortunate influence on the activities of the preeent Rational Com- 
mittee and Romanian intereete? 

"the Rational Comlttee is requested to reply to His Majesty's wishes 
in a report signed by all menhirs present In en ad-hoc meeting) the 
nesting which, in yonr capacity as president, you are requested to 
aimon 1— fttitely, and the replies of the Rational Coneittee should 
he received at Copenhagen before 26 August 19ii9* 

"In the event that within the Rational Coomlttee no agreement is 
reached ty a majority of the Coe. ittee (5 plus 1 equals 6), Bis Majesty 
will take into consideration reports by groups of the **** * opinion, as 
well as reports from individuals, each araber of the Rational Comittee 
being considered ty His Majesty as a rightful counsellor* 

"With this occa si o n, Mr. President, Bis Majesty extends, you end the 
entire Rational Coomlttee, his wishes for your health and work, and 
asks that at each meeting of the Committee a few moments of recollection 
be reserved. In honor of oar ooantxy and our nation, as well as in 
honor of those, who willingly and at the rick of their lives, remain 
among the Thmanlan people, considering themselves their spiritual and 
political exponents, which they are I 

"Please accept, Mr. President, assurances of sy special consideration.*
